It'll be a shame if Pahokee pulls out of the solid waste 
disposal project now being set up with the concept of handling 
all the garbage and trash generated in the Glades because 
they aren't granted compensation for hauling their waste 
from Pahokee to the facility site in Belle Glade. 

The spectre of the split in the effort first appeared almost 
two months ago when newly appointed Pahokee representa- 
tive William McKinstry told the other members of the Budget 
and Policy Advisory Committee the Pahokee City Council 
piobably wouldn’t sign the intergovernmental agreement 
unless such compensation would be forthcoming. 

It would admittedly cost more for Pahokee to truck its gar- 
bage and refuse to the Belle Glade site than for Belle Glade 
and South Bay to transport their waste and-we can under- 
stand, particularly since Pahokee already has its own incin- 
erator, why they would want some compensation. 

But...and in this case, it's a big but, it would be less right 
for the citizens of Belle Glade and South Bay, along with- 
residents in the unincorporated areas of the south part of the 
county, {о subsidize Pahokee’s hauling costs than for every- 
body to pay their own trucking expenses. 

And that’s not even considering the extra expenses of 
bookkeeping which the compensation would entail or whether 
really accurate bookkeeping which would satisfy everybody

With our periods of wet, rainy 
“weather, many people have no- 
ticed a tremendous buildup of 
various diseases of their ornamen- 
tal plants and lawns. Many times 
the foliage may become spotted or 
you may even have large areas of 


them die rather suddenly. These 
various types of diseases spread 
quite rapidly with the type weath- 
er conditions we are having and 
certainly need to be controlled 
before extensive damage is done to 
your plants. 

Most diseases on the leaves start 
out as or sometimes 
irregular shaped spots which.will 
be yellowish green initially and 


thenchihge to brown asthe tissue - damage. 


dies. Many times there will be a 
number of on a single leaf 
and as these enlarge they will meet 
and form larger areas. 

On stems many times symptoms 
may be less obvious but generally 
there will also be discolored places 
where the bark may be cracking or 
splitting and, of course, any 
openings invite additional pro- 
blems from borer insects, 

Symptoms of damage to the 
roots include a lightening of the 
healthy green color,.a wilting of 
the plant, and, in most cases, a 
development of nutritional pro- 
blema, 

Theré are a number of ways to 
combat various types of problems 
and the sooner one starts the 
greater the chance they have of 
saving the plant from permanent 


The primary fungicides used for 
foliage diseases would include such 
things as Maneb, Captan, Daconil, 


Dithane M-45, Copper, and system- - 


ics like Benlate. These chemicals 
aré also very effective against 
stem and some'root diseases. Best 
control for root rots, however, is a 
drench of such things as Captan, 
Truban, Thiram and Fermate. 
These chemicals, to be effective, 


have to be applied uniformly over - 


the affected parts of the plant. This 
means you һауе to have an 
adequate type of sprayer that will 
give you | even coverage 
throughout all portions of th 
foliage and stems. 

For root diseases chemicals are 


the affected parts of the plant's 
root system. 

Make sure that chemicals are 
applied when the plant foliage is 
relatively cool, either early morn- 
ing or late afternoon. Do not apply 
sprays to hot foliage since some 
burning or injury to the plant could 
occur. $
